Whitn 
we hope to make exploration less 
expensive than it has ever been, 
the problems aldne of equipmem, 
radio, press and ^agasine stories, 
syndicated features, or articles and 
personnel and leg,al . Items, are 
enough to crush the- average busl- i 
ness executive. 

"When to these details are added 
the basic one of (aclng death In the 
wilderness, and the collection and 
preservation of scientific epecimens 
under the most perilous circum- 
stances. it Is little wonder that only 
a man with strong nerves and wide 
experience would dare attempt an^ 
sort of exploration.
